Washington. April 11—British resi¬ 
dents abroad have bombarded tbe home 
Government wUh complaints of activ¬ 
ity of American business men through¬ 
out the world, advices to an official of 
the State Department say. Notes of 
complaint also ahve appeared. 

Official advices report that the 
necessity for action Is .particularly re¬ 
alised in the Lancashire district in re- ' 
lation with trade with the Orient. A 
deputation from the Manchester 
( ham her of Commerce has proposed 
to Sir Arthur Steele Maitland, the par¬ 
liamentary secretary of the Depart¬ 
ment of Overseas Trade, that a com- 
merctal mission be sent at once to 
China. It was proposed that the mla- 
•lon be made up of representatives, 
manufacturers, cotton trade leaders, 
shippers and officials of the depart¬ 
ment of overseas trade. It la asked 
that the Government pay the expenses 
of the mission.

Christian and Jewish Festivals ^ eVl ^ swa ^ Smith to Organize 
Once Co-incided; Why for Shantymen's Christian 
Change Was Made Association ^ 


Next week in both to the Christian 
and the Jew a most sacred one, being 
the special event of all other events in 
tho annals both of church and syna¬ 
gogue. 

It is the one week of the year which 
unites the faith of the Jew with the 
revelation lo the Gentile, as exempli¬ 
fied in Christ's Passion. Strangely 
enough, the very name of Passion 
Week is an improper -.triplication of the 
term, because both in the Catholic and 
Eastern churches the tfrm Is correctly 
a translation of Holy Week. By the 
primitive Christians the term applied 
to the seven days preceding Easter 
was "Great Week." 

It appears that in the early churches 
the Christian Passover was celebrated 
on the same day as the Hebrew, being 
the fourteenth day of the month Nisan, 
but before long in the Church of Rome 
and in other churches of the Latin 
world, the observance was transferred 
to the Sunday next after the fourteenth 
Nisan. Necessarily, as the Eastern and 
Western churches began to-separate, a 
divergence of opinion on this festival— 
the most solemn of all festivals— 
showed itself. It was not until the year 
225 that a general law of the church 
was enacted at the Council of Nice pre¬ 
scribing for the universal church the 
date of the solemnity. To the Biahopa 
of Alexandria was committed in per¬ 
manence the task of computing for all 
the church the time of Easter. For 
nearly four centuries there wa• great 
divergence in the different churches, 
and It was not until 649 that the then 
Archbtshop of Canterbury. Theodore, 
established the Reformed Roman Cal¬ 
endar in England. The movable feasts 
of the Anglican and Roman Catholic 
Churches are determined by the day of 
the month upon which Easter Day fails. 
Easter Day is now settled as the first 
Sunday after the Paschal full moon. 
Round up with this decision, which 
was not reached until many yearn of 
controversy, is the whole question of 
the reform of the calendar. 

During the years before the adop¬ 
tion of the new style there was con¬ 
stant divergence of the dates of the 
observation of Easter. 

The Feast of the Passover, the yearly 
festival of the Jews, begins on Mon¬ 
day and will continue seven days. 
The Jews of America are now celebrat¬ 
ing the one hundredth anniversary of 
the birth of Isaac N. Wise, founder of 
. the Union of the Hebrew American 
Congregation and the centenary* is be¬ 
ing marked by a campaign for annual 
subscriptions to maintain the insti¬ 
tutions founded by Dr. Wise about half 
a century ago. These have grown and 
expanded and now include the Hebrew 
Union College, the Bynagog and School 
Extension Department, the Jewish 
Bureau of Civil Rights and the Ra¬ 
tional Federation of Temple Sister¬ 
hoods. all under the management of 
the Union of American Hebrew Con¬ 
gregations. 

The Union of Congregations Is the 
o 1/lest Jewish national religious or¬ 
ganisation in America. Its Interests 
are purely religious, and It works on 
the principle that religion la the 
Jew’s best contribution td the world's 
culture and the best residue of his 
past for himself. It regards the con¬ 
gregation as the unit of Jewish or¬ 
ganisation in the United 6tates.

The question of aerodronfes la being 
considered by U»* local Aerial league. 
There Is not mtleh J "open" country In 
the vicinity arfd sites may have to be 
choaen a good distance out of town.

1’rgent stepa had to be taken to 
rnoet thia overhead expenditure, and 
while not a popular move, the Govern¬ 
ment deckled to Increase the taxes, 
with the result that the Province now 
has a secure standing In the financial 
house* In the Raxt. 

The Land Situation. 

In dealing with the land situation. 
Mr Pattullo stated that there seemed 
to be a misconception as to the land 
condition In the Province. The Govern¬ 
ment now has decided on an absolutely 
finality in reward to all lands. On as¬ 
suming office oil Crown lands with the 
exception of one were In the hands of 
private companies. An act wua passed 
thaj all lands must be developed or the 
land returned to the Crown. The Gov¬ 
ernment had not taken thia action b*> 
cause it wished to have the land re¬ 
turned to the < rown. If the land did 
return it would result In an Increase 
in the overhead expenditure. It wan 
done simply to develop the land. There 
was no hard feeling aim in* t the specu¬ 
lator. They recognised thut the specu¬ 
lator was a man of ambition and work¬ 
ed within the law at all times. The 
speculator had bought land with the 
hope of selling, but had failed to dis¬ 
pose of It. As a result of the legisla¬ 
tion some of the speculators are de¬ 
veloping their lands.
